V^e hP-ve received a copy of an orjen letter to saucer researchers from 
Urn Leon Davidson, 64 Prospect Ut., V/hlte Plains, Meif York® It is dated 
Octoher 8, 1961, and carries the adnioritlon that it is not for publication. 
However, this statement is modified bj the further coiaiuent: "I v;ould bo glad 
to send copies of this letter to other interested persons®" 

Because of our owi evaluations of the letter's remarkable content, we 
have felt moved to cominent® Boat mail Is slo^f betvreen the United States o.nd 
Great Britain, and we have only recently received our cony of the letter® 
Therefore, in the Interests of 3ood ccrnmunication, we are framing our ideas 
in a similar form and directing them to al3, those researchers and interested 
persons with whom vre have been in contact and ifho nay have received a copy of 
the open letter® If anyone on our mailing list has not received a copy of the 
original inpotus, we have been assured it la readily obtainable from the 
address given above® 

In his letter. Dr, Davidson offers an elaborate run~down of vxhat he con¬ 
siders to be the source and history ol events connected i^lth saucer activity 
from the beginning of current public Interest up to the present time® There 
can be no doubt that he is sincere in his beliefs, or that he is making an 
honest effort to put down v;hat he concldei’s to be the true picture of affairs® 

It is not our pur^pose to attack blin in any way, either for his views or 
for his presentation of them, Hovrever, If what ho says is difficult for some 
of us to accept (and it is), we claim the friendly right to enter into the 
discussion that is certain to arise from his open letter® \Ie would like to 
point out a fevr possibilities the good Doctor may have missed® 

In paragraph 2 of his letter he listsvrhat he refers to as hla "quali¬ 
fications to pontificate in this field". It may surprise him, and possibly 
others as well, to learn tlrat some of these quallfioa.tlons are more alarming 
than they .'^re reassuring to his fellow reseorchors® Some people rary have 
developed different points of view If they hove approached the saucer 
question from other arxgles than his. Perspectives vary, and it may be that 
some of the qualifications he sets iown have qualified his ev'-luotions® 
Furthemore, this could have been exactly vrhat they vrere intended to do, 
and not, let us be quick to say, by him. 

In paragraph 4, Or, Davidson outlines hlo views in brief® We consider 
it Importent to quote a part of that paragrapVi here. In the v^ords of 
Or® Davidson: 

"The Central Intelligence Agency, forr.ied in 1947, took over the public 
imaa:e of the 'flying saucer* created ly secret flights of U.S® aircraft and 
artificial meteor research, etc, durirg tho 1947-48 period® By 1930 the CIA 
had set into motion a plan of encouranlng public belief in interplanetary 
travel through a psychological technicue of guiding the release of plo.nted 
information, ordering 'socrot' tests of authentic military developments which 
gave misleading impressions to observers, etc® It delegated the Air Force to 
act as the official 'investigator* to stave off public inquiry. It secretly 
sponsored the formation of saucer .stuviy groups and contact clubs, including 
wiOAP (under T« Tovmsend Brovm, with xiihom, incidentally, I had voluminous 
correspondence)® The CZti set up many saucer publishers, sponsored the 
publicizlng of Adamskl’s books and others, and sponsored the wave of saucer 
articles in 1952 in 'Life' and ’Look’, etc® The CIA also conducted tho 
hoaxes played upon Adainski a.nd Fry, including Adamaki's desert contact, 
hla 'train disappearance', etc® 

Apparently Dr® Davidson believes, and v/ants us all to believe along 
v;lth him, that flying saucers v;ere, and a-re, no more than soma gigantic hoax 
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rated by the Olil for acme unexplained and unlnia 3 inabie reason® Has the 
CIA, vheii, convinced him it is OKnlpotent, Otaniociontj and Onnlpresentg as he 
seems to be saying it v/ould lllce to pretend to be? 

For reasons of our own» soiae of uo my remin unconvinoode There is 
sonothirg nor© than faintly ludicrous in the thought of an airnlghty organi¬ 
zation’s enploying poxfors usually attributed to divinity to play pranlcs rnd 
to perpetrate hoaxes upon wh-’t has remlned, after all, a minority of the 
world’s popula.tlon® 

Let u3 loolc at facts® If the ourposo behind the Ireat Ho?x virs to 
frighten ovorybo-^y, then it failed, nJ serably® If, on the other hnnd, the 
distribution of platitudes via noss’ges to all nanklnd vns the ourposo, then, 
again, it failed, and for the same reasons® j-ven saucer fans have grumbled 
at not hearing anything nev;® Humanity is a strange anlnal; without trying 
any of the reneiles offered It for Ita ills, it demand a nex-? one, perhaps 
vrith a nore agreeable flaxrour. 

If even a part of the plot was tc units the x-forl-i against a threatened 
invasion from outer spree, then that '^.id not come off, either® The present 
generation ie sceptical of such tire-honoured science-fiction gimmicks® 

-ifter all, it has boon brought up on extravagant cinema and television 
imitations of '.'slls and Holies, H®G, and Orson. 

Or, assuming for the moment there is some roality in all this hokum, 
does the CIA hope somebody x-rill intercept a real space-man, laugh him to 
3Com for his pretsnrrions, tell him; ' Very x-roll, I vrill take you to your 
leaders" •» and turn hlr. over to Intelligence for "interrogation*? 

I/O h"ve xrlth us in the world for all to see a phenomenon th'it looks 
like a good analogue of the picture ol' the CIA and its activities as presented 
by br® havidson* This is the treatmert accorded historical facts by the 
Russians, x-rherovsr invent:lc)n3 and "fiists" are concerned. If you listen to 
the lussianSc you x-rill hear hox-r thn-ir comradeaXinvented every important 
device in the X'/orld.. .iVom the point cf vlevr they vrould like to have evoxpybody 
accept, the x/hole fabric of technologj appears to have emanated from the 
collective lussian brain, ’./ith little of their ovn to point to in the line 
of original contributions,, they cheerfully claim to have produced it all? 

Apparently the CI-s. is in a ps.rallal position vrith regard to saucers, 
if vre are to accept vrhet Dr® havidson tells us in all good faith is their 
official, top-secret attitude.

reasons can be oresented for this kind of action by an intelligence group,
